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Introduction 


This index to the first twenty volumes of Critique: Studies in Modern 
Fiction is in three sections: the first lists bibliographies and checklists by 
author, cross-indexed by compiler; the second lists critical essays and ar- 
ticles by author, cross-indexed by critic; and the third lists books reviewed 
by author, cross-indexed by reviewer and subject-author. 

Section I is organized so that bibliographies and checklists for an 
author are listed under that author as a main entry, with an indication of 
the compiler [e.g., BARTH, JOHN. 6.2, 86-89 (Jackson R. Bryer)]. 
Separate entries for compiiers are referred to main entries [e.g., Bryer, 
Jackson R. See BARTH}]. 

Section II is organized so that all essays about an author are listed un- 
der that author as a main entry [e.g., ABE, KOBO. Korges, James. “Abe 
and Ooka: Identity and Mind-Body.” 10.2, 130-48], with essays listed 
alphabetically by critic. Separate entries for critics (authors of critical es- 
says) are referred to main entries[e.g., Korges, James. See ABE]. A subject 
heading, THEMATIC ESSAYS, is used for a few essays not identified with 
a single author. 

Section III is organized so that books reviewed are listed under the 
author of the book as a main entry, with an indication of the reviewer [e.g., 
Adler, Edward. Notes from a Dark Street. 5.2,91-93 (Annette K. Baxter)]. 
Separate entries for reviewers (authors of review essays) are referred to 
main entries [e.g., Baxter, Annette K. See Adler]. Subject headings are 
used for BIBLIOGRAPHY, CRITICISM, FICTION. and several subject- 
authors. 








Volume and issue numbers are given in all main entries, since each 
issue has separate page numbers (10.2 means Volume 10, Number 2).
